cago after lie h ad giv en 
a 
money 
sh ower, th rowing $1, $5, $10 and $20 
to a street crowd. 


Ililligoss was brough t h ere y ester­ 
day morning by A. S. Peterson, wh o 
h ad cared for h im in Ch icago. 
Hilii- 
goss attracted much attention on th e 
streets 
y esterday 
and 
early 
th is 
morning h e inv ited almost 
ev ery one 
iti th e west p art of th e city to a ban­ 
quet to be giv en at th e h otel tonigh t. 
Ililligoss was recognized 
by 
many 
p eop le wh o knew h im wh en h e was in 
business h ere. 


It is th e belief of th e p olice and h is 
relativ es th at h e is insane. 
All of 
h is actions 
would 
p oint 
to th is. 
About two weeks ago, it will be re­ 
membered, letters were receiv ed from 
Ililligoss 
asking 
forgiv eness 
and 
stating th at lie would like 
to 
come 
back to Rush v ille. Th is was th e first 
h eard of h im in 
twenty -fiv e y ears. 
A\ h en h e left h ere Ililligoss was in­ 
debted to many p eop le in sums v ary ­ 
ing from $100 to 
sev eral 
h undred. 
Since th ey h ad receiv ed no woul from 
h im it was 
sup p osed 
th at 
h e was 
dead. 
Ililligoss h as two sisters 
in 
th is 
county . Th ey are Mrs. Will L. 
King and Miss Alma Ililligoss. 


A. S Peterson, wh o brp ugh t Hilli- 
goss h ere from Ch icago stated th at 
h e 
h ad 
noticed 
Ililligoss 
acting 
strangely for some time. 
Friday of 
last week h e met h im in 
th e 
street 
and accomp anied Ililligoss 
to 
th e 
office of George A. Ogle & Co., p ub­ 
lish ers, wh ere h e was emp loy ed as a 
collector, and was introduced to ev ­ 
ery one in th e p lace, p robably num­ 
bering 100 p ersons Th e manager 
took Peterson to one side and asked 
h im if h e h ad noticed 
any 
strange 
actions by Ililligoss. 
Peterson, ac­ 
cording to h is story , told h im th at h e 
h ad believ ed th at Ililligoss’ mind was 
affected. 


Th e manager of th e p lace told Pe­ 
terson th at h e h ad 
receiv ed 
letters 
from Hilligoss th at were v ery strange 
and told of a “million dollar p rop osi­ 
tion” th at lie ex p ected to sp ring on 
th e comp any . 
Th at nigh t 
Hilligoss 
was taken to th e h ome of Peterson. 
After 
dinner 
Hilligoss 
wanted 
a 
drink, according to 
Peterson, 
and 
wh en h e went to a saloon around th e 
corner from h is residence, 
Hilligoss 
disap p eared. 
He was found a 
little 
later at th e p olice station and was 
taken out 
by 
Peterson. 
Ililligoss 
succeeded in geting away from Pe­ 
terson th e second time and in a v ery 
sh ort time Ililligoss was giv ing 
h is 
“money sh ower.” 
After h e gav e 
away about $200, according to Peter­ 
son. th e p olice succeeded in breaking 
up th e p arty . 
Hilligoss seems to be laboring un­ 
der th e imp ression th at lie is a mil­ 
lionaire. 
Th is morning, on entering 
th e jail, h e asked Ch ief Rosencrance 
if h e h ad to enter th at 
“h ole” 
and 
wh en informed th at h e would, offered 
th e ch ief of p olice one h undred dol­ 
lars. 
Wh en search ed Hilligoss h ad 
ex actly th irty -sev en cents. 
At a local garage y esterday Hilli­ 
goss h ired an automobile and went on 
C ontinued on Page 5.
